Ea Children and Young Persons Act 


(1933) comes into force in the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland on 1st November. It differs 
in some respects from the Children’s Act 
of 1908, which will continue to operate in 
the Irish I'ree State since no alterations in 


the law relating to young children are con-. 


templated. Under the new British Act a 
child is a person under 14 years of age, and 
a young jerson is a person who has attained 
the age of 14 vears and is under the age 
of 17 years. In future, with certain excep- 
tions, all charges heard summarily against 
children and young persons will be heard 
before juvenile Courts. Previously charges 
against persons of 16 years of age were 
heard in ordinary courts. 


NO NAMES PUBLISHED. 


While bona fide representatives of news- 
papers and news &#gencies will continue to 
be entitled to attend hearings in juvenile 
courts rewspapers must not publish the 
name, address or school, picture or any par- 
ticulars calculated to lead to the identifica- 
tion of anyone connected with the case at 
hearing. The only exceptions to this prohi- 
bition will be cases in which the Court or 
the Secretary of State makes a specific order 
permitting the publication of some or all of 
the prohibited details. The words ‘* convic- 
tion’’ and ‘‘ sentence’’ must not be used 
in relation to children and young persons 
dealt with summarily. They will be 
‘‘found guilty ’’ (not ‘‘ convicted ’’), and 
the Court will “ make an order “” (not “ sen- 
tence ”’). 

Inquires made in Dublin welfare circles 
yesterday indicated that the attitude of Irish 
newspapers in reporting juvenile cases con- 
tinues to be satisfactory. Requests by Dis- 
trict Justices that care should be exercised 
in reporting these cases have always been 
observed,
